THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION—FOREWORD 
“THE SHOW GOES ON” 


The “39th May Show” is unique in the long series insofar as the 
exhibition is not held in the Museum proper but in the “Old 
Art School” building at Juniper Road and Magnolia Drive. The 
Trustees of the Museum were fortunate in being able to rent 
this building when it was found necessary to close the Museum 
proper to re-adapt it for different uses when the New Wing 
opens. This concern for the artists of the community colored 
all their thinking and while the numbers of entries have had to 
be slightly reduced to fit in a lesser space, it gives this all- 
important show an excellent background where it can be ade- 
quately displayed. 

The record of past years has been a brilliant one. The record 
of sales, in itself phenomenal, 26,264 items for a total of 
$539,316.50, is an earnest of the steadfast co-operation of public, 
artist and Museum. These three elements are a triumvirate in 
which the interdependence of each upon the other has brought 
with it a constantly developing success. The sale of objects is 
only one of the happy outcomes, the steadily rising quality of 
the objects displayed being another very gratifying result. 

The Cleveland Art Association has been and is an unfailing 
resource. From the first exhibition which they sponsored mutu- 
ally, they have aided by purchase and have presented money to 
acquire many desired objects for the Museum’s permanent 
collection. Their lending collection is important—each $10.00 a 
year member has the right to borrow a work of art for one year. 
Thus it brings many first-rate things into the homes of its 
members. 

The Horace E. Potter Memorial Award for Excellence in 
Craftsmanship is given each year to an outstanding worker in 
the craft field. This and other means are always sought by the 
Museum to increase the appreciation of the individual object 
of high quality and to emphasize its importance in a competitive 
world.

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 

This year’s May Show, while necessarily smaller in numbers 
because of the space available in the Old Art School, achieves 
a high level of quality throughout. In practically every field 
there are fine entries and the general level is one of the highest 
in the series of exhibitions held. There are, of course, many 
familiar names among the exhibitors which is as one would 
want it to be, but there are also a large number of new ex- 
hibitors of great ability who bring new strength and variety 
with them. Two memorial groups for the late Charles Mosgo 
and for Edith Hogen Peck memorialize artists who have done 
much through the years to add distinction to the exhibitions. 
They are sadly missed, but it is only proper that their abilities 
and influence should receive at this time this special honor. 

OIL: LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, always a large class, is 
perhaps the widest in scope; this year’s achievement was note- 
worthy. Anthony J. Vaiksnoras received a special award for 
two imaginative panels, “Retrogression No. 1” and “Retro- 
gression No. 2,” colorful infernos of sulphurous and fiery atmos- 
phere, haunted by skeletal forms and suggestive monsters mill- 
ing in outer space. This particular realm of abstraction provides 
the opportunity for the artist’s rich invention in the use of 
color; a shimmering treatment of vermilions shot with golds 
and violets create an arresting effect. A close runner-up was 
William C. Grauer, a first prize winner for a group of three oils, 
“Drying Nets, Acapulco,” “Hornitos Beach, Acapulco,” and 
“Vermilion Portal.” Especially interesting among the three 
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Mexican compositions abounding in glowing color are the two 
first fishing compositions, where nets catch lights and cast 
shadows over richly painted scenes of boats, blue sea, moun- 
tains and shoreline, interspersed with dark figures in white. 
Catherine Ann Rowley received the second prize for “Survival,” 
cornstalks in a yellowing autumn landscape, dusty and hot. The 
third prize went to Joan Landis for a group of two: “Cerveza 
Mas Rica” and “Guadalupe,” delicate street scenes of figures 
in soft colors—wistful aspects of Mexico. There were six honor- 
able mentions for high degree of merit given respectively to 
A. P. Baker, Carol E. Burroughs, Maureen Gregory, Barron 
Hoffar, Sy Lachiusa and Wray Manning. 

Again, as in recent seasons, OIL: PORTRAIT is a very small, 
personal class. Nancy Bunch received the first prize for the 
portrait of “Frances Taft.” Besides being a successful likeness, 
the picture in itself is pleasing and well composed. 

This year the class OIL PAINTING: FIGURE COMPOSITION is a 
most vigorous class with variety, interest, and entertainment, 
as well as invention, ingenuity, and accomplished painting. 
Notable is the special award accorded to Henry E. Roth for a 
large oil called “Chess Players,” one of the most effective pic- 
tures in the exhibition. It is conceived with spacious design, 
the figures sitting at a table in mid-distance. A marked per- 
spective gives depth to the whole composition and conveys the 
suggestion of height through the use of strong light from the 
left and deep diagonal shadows from above. A variety of shapes 
and objects permit a variation in color and shadow intensities, 
and predominant blues and greens pervade the whole. It is a 
thoughtful treatment of the specific problem of figures in com- 
position. The first award was given to Lois Rossbach for two 
oils: “Blue Flower Pots” and ‘Antique Bird Cage,” pictures 
painted in her bright and lustrous palette, a sharp contrast to 
the foregoing special award. The blue and violet iridescence in 
both pictures glows in a full tonal pattern. The second prize 
was given to William C. Grauer for a rich trio of paintings, 
“La Danza,” full of movement and sparkle; ‘““Men of Rock,” 
Mexican quarries, the faceted surfaces of russet and white rock 
forms broken and intruded by a circular chain of workers, also 
in bronze and white; and “The Golden Horde,” an imaginative 
processional of gilded figures and cobalt horses suggestive of 
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some ancient Mayan rite. Shirley Aley Campbell received the 
third prize for a pair of characteristic panels showing children 
at games: “Tournament” and Tadpoles.” Soft light shades 
and intricate pattern-forms with their thread-like lines build an 
effective composition. Honorable mentions went to Wray Man- 
ning and Charles W. Smith. 

The class of OIL: INDUSTRIAL provided inspiration for ab- 
stracted forms, large buildings, strong accents of machinery and 
contrasts of wide horizons and monumental structures. The 
first prize was given to Joseph McCullough for two scenes of 
the Erie shoreline, “Lakefront No. 1” and “Lakefront No. 2.” 
Black vertical and horizontal linear forms give strong accents 
suggestive of cranes and loaders with boats set against vivid 
hues of water. The second prize went to John Vargo, Jr., for 
“Patterns in Structure.”” The forms here, realistically treated, 
yet abstract in essence, the horizontal and vertical planes with 
their sharp color contrasts form the composition. Honorable 
mentions went to Charles S. Ford for “Warm Light” and 
Francis J. Meyers for ‘Industrial Theme.” 

The class, OIL: STILL LIFE, by nature of its material always 
provides a full chance for invention and ingenuity. A special 
award was given to “Composition with Bottles No. 2” by 
Frederick L. Hollendonner. Stark in its design, it shows a black 
chair and table with bottles upon it and its dark elements are 
illumined from behind by diffused yellow light, mysterious and 
haunting. The first award went to Kenneth J. Lipstreu for a 
“Still Life,” of bottles and glass in varying hues of bright 
yellow, white and green. Some of the objects contain greenery, 
all reflecting the same sort of pervading, lustrous golden light. 
Clara L. Deike received a second prize for “Still Life with Egg- 
plant,” an assemblage on a table covered with a red and white 
checked tablecloth. A white bowl, set against a yellow drapery 
background is finely composed and rich in color. The third 
prize went to Wray Manning for ““A Few Lemons.” Few pic- 
tures in the exhibition create such a powerful expression through 
understatement. The fruit, a glass pitcher and a tumbler rest 
on a dark surface, behind them a corner angle with large ex- 
panses of white wall surfaces catches light at different intensi- 
ties. Honorable mentions went to John Teyral for “Still Life 
with Fish” and to Betty Crall for “Still Life No. 1.” 
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The entrants to the class of MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING: 
ANY MEDIUM received numerous awards, a special going to Paul 
Tikannen for “Chipped Crystal.” This finely designed panel of 
cross directional patterns in soft yellow, greens, violets, grays 
and browns, simulates the kaleidoscope of stained glass. 
Gerald Garfield received a first award for two panels, “Green 
Cathedral” and “Fish Nets: Southern France,” the first, a 
vertical design of stylized tree forms in variations of blue-green; 
the second, the interlacing festoons of the nets treated in com- 
binations of browns and salmon pinks. Edwin Mieczkowski 
received second prize for “‘Arioso” and “Studio,” bright pattern 
designs, and a third prize was awarded Ray Jay Ashdown for 
“Ornamental.” Four honorable mentions were given to David 
Kaplan, Gregory Niznik, Wray Manningand Anthony Krasznai. 

The class in PASTEL was small and received no award. 

The WATER COLOR class maintained its usual place of strength 
in the roster, receiving a great number of awards. A special prize 
went to Gerald Garfield for a group of two, “Roman Facade” 
and “The City and The Sea,” imaginative conceptions of Italian 
architectural compositions. The first invokes the whiteness of 
towering structures in bright Mediterranean light; the second, 
a violet and pink sunset, reflects on boats in a harbor with a 
city behind and a black sky. The first prize went to Shirley 
Aley Campbell for a group of four: “Parade,” “Requiem for 
Dominic,” “Houses for Rent,” and ‘Greatest One of All” — 
handsome stylized treatments of children playing games, full of 
variation in images, they are evocative in mood and subtle in 
suggestion. The second prize went to Anthony J. Vaiksnoras 
for “Landscape No. 20,” “Landscape No. 21,” “Landscape 
No. 22,” and ‘Landscape No. 23,” all four of which are 
brilliant, iridescent and rich with autumnal coloring. The sug- 
gested natural forms, trees at a great distance silhouetted 
against vertical terrain and the vertical perspective, derive 
suggestively from Chinese painting. D. Rutka Kennon received 
a third prize for “Wind and a Red Dress,” a moody figure 
subtly and sensitively achieved. Honorable mentions went re- 
spectively to Peter Paul Dubaniewicz and to Alice M. Gizewski 
for a group of three, and to Dane H. Burr, Nicholas G. Livaich, 
Wray Manning, and Viktor Schreckengost, each for a group of 
two. 
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Classes in drawing and the graphic mediums have been in- 
creasing in number in recent years. In the class, ILLUSTRATION: 
ANY MEDIUM, the Jury awarded a first to Thomas Elsner for a 
group of three block cuts, “Still Its Steps Echo,” “The Eagle 
Screams and She Hides Her Head,” and “For Friends of a 
Biblical Whale,” forceful in their spare and taut designs and 
variety of invention. The second prize went to Thomas Wilson 
for a group of two pen and ink drawings, “Sunday Walk” and 
“Backward Glance,” simple direct work conveying the illusion 
of the subject matter. Lonnie Ruskin Stern received the third 
award for a group of three wash drawings, “Teddy Bear,” 
“Elephant and Boy” and “Beginner,” different in character 
from the first two prizes. They are for children’s books and are 
full of suggestions and whimsey. The honorable mention went 
to Barron Hoffar for “Angelus.” 

FREEHAND DRAWING also provided contrast in type and kind, 
and the Jury gave a first prize to a fine wash drawing, “Grand 
Salon, Ruined Palazzo” by Joan Kempsmith. Vigorous in her 
rich use of violet washes, black design, and white highlights, 
she has a continued freshness and variety in her distinctive 
style of drawing. Also strong in design is Janet Mack’s “Lake- 
front Night” which received the second prize in this class. The 
third prize went to Joan R. Allen for “Harvest at Neuberg,” 
and an honorable mention was given to A. P. Baker. 

ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES received three 
awards. The first was given to D. Rutka Kennon for a sensitive 
and accomplished intaglio called ““The Sower and The Seed” — 
the white seed pod of a dandelion silhouetted against a deep 
black ground surrounded with the brown grasses of autunm in 
etched lines. Mixed techniques give a very effective result. 
Rudolf S. Candelaria was given a second prize for an etching, 
“Seated Nude,” stark in its linear concept and intentionally 
unrelieved. Jack Johnson received a third prize for “View of 
Gordes,” a landscape in etching and aquatint with a strongly 
contrasted effect of black lines and white areas. 

In the class of LrrHoGRApuHs there were also three awards. 
The first went to Marlene G. Weir for “Boy with No Name,” 
an abstracted figure drawing in black and color. The second 
prize was given to Jack Johnson for a group of two, “Frag- 
ments, Capri” and “A Night in Granada.” The first is interest- 
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ing in the subtle rises of granular grays; the second contrasts a 
characteristic use of blacks and whites. The third prize went to 
Philip Fox for a lithograph called “Minos,” arresting in its 
composition and varied tone values. 

The class of SERIGRAPHS was small and received no prize. 
That of RELIEF CUTS, WOOD CUTS, LINOLEUM CUTS, ETC., was the 
largest of the graphic entries. Thomas Elsner received the first 
prize in this class for two woodcuts, “. . . Suddenly Arrived and 
Departing” and “Household Merit Badge.” The first is a large 
stylized design of a man on horseback, black against white, and 
the second is made up of two blocks, the first a pink seen appear- 
ing in the upper composition as the sun and suffusing the whole 
composition, the second a black landscape superimposed at the 
base of the design. Thomas Gentille received the second prize 
for a design of figures around a table, large and powerful in 
conception. The third prize was given to Neva Yvonne Hansen 
for two colored wood cuts, “Someone I Know” and “‘Red Yo-Yo.” 
Honorable mentions went to Janet Mack, Milton Levey, and 
Phyllis Seltzer. HENRY S. FRANCIS 


In recent years scULPTURE as a class has achieved a new 
dimension. The class is still not large in numbers but the special 
award for William M. McVey’s two stone figures, ““Rumination”’ 
and the “Good Samaritan” is an indication of this marked 
advance. In the simple bigness of their conception, in their 
understanding of direct modeling, adapting their forms to the 
material in which they are carved, they achieve inner quietness 
and reserve, the penetrating moods which the titles indicate. 
First prize went to two carved heads by Lillian Gordon Lamden, 
each fashioned directly in their material, granite and sandstone. 
They also are highly introspective, highly sty lized, each of them 
emerging from the stone mass with a force of evocation. Com- 
pletely different in point of view and conception is the second 
prize given to Henry E. Roth’s “Shore Birds” and the third for 
two pieces by Monica Kennedy, “Scherzo” and “Trio.” These 
are in the new metal welding technique and their open design 
is appropriate to, and possible in this easily fusible material. 
They have the lightness, vitality, and verve which this method 
permits and encourages. Again the focus changes and the two 
honorable mentions awarded Katharine Gruener Lange’s two 
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entries, “Cradle Song” and “Susie,” and to Norman Tinker’s 
“Head” have the elements proper to direct carving in stone or 
marble. Lange’s clever “Cradle Song”’ amusingly rocks upon its 
plastic base, in mood with its subject matter. A third honorable 
mention to Donald Erik Erikson’s ‘““Ecce Homo”’ stresses the 
second approach, welded sculpture in its spiny prickly linear 
complications. 

The class SCULPTURE IN woop, usually an excellent class, 
disappointingly had such a very few entries that no awards 
could be made. 

CERAMIC SCULPTURE instead had a larger entry list than 
usual. A special given to William M. McVey’s figure ‘“Intro- 
spective” unites fine form and effective material with the rough 
texture of its stoneware lightly touched with flecks of blue. In 
its simple understatement of form and mood it achieves com- 
plete success in the absolute relaxation of its pose. An entire 
change of pace and point of view, as well as type of ceramic 
material, governs the very brilliant group of seven pieces by 
Edris Eckhardt which was given first. They are in molded glass, 
both in flat relief and in the round. They show a most imagina- 
tive and creative use of glass in new and often untried ways and 
the happy results which brought her a Guggenheim Award last 
year has now enabled her to carry forward her research to new 
successes. Fanciful ideas brought a second to Margaret K. 
Duft’s whimsical “Joseph and Mary” and fancy of another kind 
gave third to the three pieces of M. E. Goslee. Very appropri- 
ately three honorable mentions went to excellent entries among 
the pieces of Dane H. Burr, Maybelle Muttart Falardeau and 
Thelma Frazier Winter. 

The class of porrery has a level which is high. Always a 
brilliant class, one of the happy tendencies which distinguished 
it is a slightly increasing use of color which breaks away from 
the monotonous monochrome of the stoneware shown in recent 
years. A memorial group of eight pieces by the late Charles 
Mosgo features the work of this much lamented potter who 
was for some years the head of the Pottery Department of the 
Cleveland Institute of Art. In honoring his memory, the 
Museum stresses as well the important part he played and is 
playing through his students in the development of Cleveland 
as a ceramic center. Leza S. McVey’s intelligent and intuitive 
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approach to her craft never follows set trails. She seeks new 
approaches and new horizons and her two pieces given a special 
award stress two viewpoints, in “Ebony Ash” the intriguing 
possibilities and adventures of free form, in “Ash and Sand” 
free form, rich texture and glaze, and effective use of rows of 
tiny knobs in a pattern which enhances the shape of the large 
vase-like form. First prize was given the distinguished crafts- 
man Charles Lakofsky for eight fine entries in porcelain. Before 
this year, porcelain has rarely been entered and these examples 
are, it is hoped, an earnest of a greater use of this rich and re- 
warding material by Cleveland potters. Second prize was given 
to the seven brilliant pieces by the able artist Toshiko Takaezu 
who is welcomed to the May Show in these, her first entries. 
They have great variety of form and glazes, sound potting and 
imaginative use of surface decoration called forth by the shapes 
they decorate. Norman Magden’s four pieces given third bring 
another new talent that shows promise of future development. 
With such quality, the jury felt called upon to give six honor- 
able mentions, in every case for a group of pieces. These were 
given to Clement C. Giorgi, Elizabeth C. McFadyen, Irene K. 
Musick, William A. Neumann, Carolyn Schnedarek and Ted G. 
Urban respectively. 

The class of ENAMEL was smaller than in some years but 
again the pieces accepted are sparked by the special prize given 
Kenneth F. Bates for five brilliant pieces. These pieces were 
also chosen for the Horace E. Potter Memorial Award for 
Excellence in Craftsmanship. When an artist who has always 
set high standards for himself, rises to new heights both in 
forms and in design and strikes out in fresh and rewarding 
directions, it is especially pleasant. His group displays all the 
resources of painted enamel, as it is applied to copper or to 
silver; there is the use of paillon with gold or silver foil, and 
translucent and opaque enamel used with a variety of textures, 
which enhance the imaginative freedom of his designs. Ex- 
quisite and precious are the words which apply to the group of 
eight pieces by Charles Bartley Jeffery which took first prize. 
Four of the entries are in beautifully handled cloisonné enamel, 
both religious and profane in their themes, all are lifted to a 
high plane by the freshness of their contemporary designs and 
color schemes. The remaining pieces all stress delicate cobweb- 
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like patterns vitalized by a discreet but brilliant use of paillon— 
metal foil. A fresh and unusual use of enamel as design brought 
second prize to Elaine Albers Cohen. Upon an ebony back- 
ground she has placed a series of free form panels, abstract in 
design and arranged abstractly with real freedom of imagination 
and resultant effectiveness. Bold design and powerful colors in 
two of his pieces gave third prize to John F. Puskas and five 
honorable mentions were awarded to S. Allean Flaws, Doris 
Hall for two pieces, to Sterling V. Hykes, Kalman Kubinyi and 
Jane Travis Phillips. 

The entries in GLAss were small in number but so successful 
that two prizes were given, first to Edris Eckhardt’s group of six 
small pieces of jewel-like glass and second to Douglas Phillips’ 
“TIchthus” in the more unusual stained glass technique. Miss 
Eckhardt’s entries are in laminated gold glass, laminated gold 
and silver glass, mosaic gold glass, and mosaic and gold glass 
laminations. They have mysterious and beautiful colorings, 
deep blues, greens, yellows, glowing orange and the strange and 
provocative figure designs are enhanced by the sparkle of these 
reticent or flaming colors. Most beautiful of all is the “Portal 
to Immortality” which achieves profound spiritual penetration. 
The figure of the crucified Christ dominates the composition in 
which dimly hinted saints and martyrs half emerge from a 
background crowned by the mystic circle of a rose window. 
This is true creation, one of the highest points in the entire 
exhibition. 

JEWELRY is a class which should stress the ultimate in 
preciousness and refinement. When this perfection of craftsman- 
ship, which the craft demands, this surety of taste and beauty 
of material are epitomized, as they are, in the four entries of 
John Paul Miller, there is no question about the first award. 
No more able work is being produced in this field today. The 
artist who works almost exclusively in gold has chosen water 
creatures as his theme, the crab, the slug, the squid, the water 
beetle. At times he has delicately enhanced his gold with the 
rich colors of enamel, in all he has treated the skillfully stylized 
surfaces with designs in filigree, an old technique which he has 
resuscitated to use with telling effect. Eight beautiful cloisonné 
enamel pendants mounted on ebony, by Charles Bartley Jeffery 
were given second prize. They exploit the sparkling colors of 
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enamel, both opaque and translucent, and are enhanced by 
their effective modern designs. Ruth M. Erickson has been 
experimenting with the use of globules of silver, expressing in 
small scale the technique of welded metal which so many 
sculptors are employing and four of her entries were given third 
prize. Their abstract patterns are thrown into relief by a dis- 
creet and striking use of oxidation. Kenneth Roy Caldwell’s 
cross and pendant in silver and enamel effectively use the plain 
surfaces of his material to achieve a simplified and elegant 
design. His two entries received an honorable mention as did 
the simple silver ring enriched with cloisonné enamel by 
Norman Magden. 

SILVERWARE OTHER THAN JEWELRY is a distinguished and 
rewarding class. The sterling water pitcher, salt and pepper 
shakers and the creamer and sugar bowl by Frederick A. Miller 
were given first prize and rightfully so, because of the integrity 
of their workmanship and their fresh and contemporary design. 
The forms, by their simplicity, enhance the beauty of the 
material and the pieces take their rightful place in the con- 
tinuance of an ancient craft which has been reanimated in 
recent years. New and expressive ideas have molded tradition 
into a contemporary mold where the creative impulse should 
live. Here in these entries one can see one step in the age-long 
revivifying of basic concepts through the personality of the 
artist. 

The TEXTILE section of the May Show has been showing 
increasing power in the past few years so it is with some concern 
that it is noted that the class of BaTIK had no entries and the 
usually fine class of PRINTING ON FABRIC had so few. The 
excellent ‘‘Mexican Stripe” by William E. Ward was given first 
prize in this class, “Midnight” by Marlene G. Weir, second, 
and the two pieces by Dorothy Harkins the third. They re- 
deemed by their quality, the disappointingly small group of 
entries. 

WEAVING, however, took a great step forward, and the special 
prize was given to Mary Catherine Balzer’s green and gray rug. 
It is a pleasure to welcome this able artist into the prize group 
in this field. Beautiful in the variety of its effect, subtle in its 
color, the rug in its quality brings a new high into the entries 
in this class. While the jury picked this piece for especial com- 
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mendation, they were intrigued and pleased by the quality and 
distinction of the artist’s other entries. William Chapman’s 
two pieces of straight-forward weaving because of their taste 
and technical accomplishment were given first prize and Toshiko 
Takaezu was given second for the rich weaves of her four entries 
with their restrained and subtle color combinations and: their 
varying textures. The jury was delighted with the class and 
they gave a third prize to three materials by Dorothy Turobinski 
and an honorable mention to Sara Mattsson Anliot for her rug 
and drapery fabric. 

In the EMBRoIpERY class Sara Mattsson Anliot’s well de- 
signed “Wall Hanging” took the first prize. Its charming de- 
sign, unusual and varied stitching and the distinction of its 
color well merited the award. Evelyn Svec Ward’s three entries 
took second. 

In PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, Nicholas 
Hlobeczy’s four subjects took the premier award. With all the 
variety of their subject matter: landscape, sedge fringed lake, 
corntassled field, or the weathered side of an abandoned house, 
they are all united by the penetration of their mood, each as 
different as might be within the persuasive vision of the artist. 
Lillian Wilkenloh’s second prize for three, looks with clear eyes 
at varied material, abandoned houses or the flat facade of a 
Victorian house made interesting by its pattern of shadows— 
all material beautifully selected. A third prize was given to 
Bob Duncan and five honorable mentions to Roger Blum, 
Victor Helman, Jeannette Allen Jameyson, Polly Miller, and 
T. J. Zaboly respectively. 

In PHOTOGRAPHY, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE, Charles W. Smith’s 
“Pigeons” was awarded first prize. Uncompromising in its sub- 
ject matter, it is a happy combination of shapes and textures 
vivified by the two pigeons which give it its title. Second prize 
was taken by Elizabeth B. Miles for two happy memories of 
travel chosen with thoughtful selectiveness. The third prize 
“Men Working” by Polly Miller is a composition in planes, a 
contrast in figures within and without a window casement. 
Three honorable mentions were taken by John R. Allen, 
Nicholas Hlobeczy and Geoffrey Landesman.
